The Board of Selectmen have 
oP eiaes an invitation to the 
Wilmington Housing Authority 
to meet with them, next Monday 
‘for the purpose of discussing 
various problems pertaining to 
Urban Renewal’, 

While the Selectmen stated 
nothing more in their release, 
behind the invitation is a 
feeling of uncertainty, on the 
part of the Selectmen, Before 
the Town Meeting of a month 
ago the Housing Authority met 
with the Selectmen, and stated 
that they were not necessarily 
in favor of Urban Renewal, in 
Wilmington, but that they 
would not stand in the way of 
such a program. 

Since then the Town Meeting 
voted to establish an Urban 
Renewal Authority, which vote 
was contingent upon the Hous- 
ing Authority giving its as- 
sent. 

The Housing Authority has had 
several executive meetings, 
but so far has not given its 
assent, and the Selectmen are 
becoming worried. They fear 
that there is ‘something in 
the wind’, something of which 
they do not know. They aavo 
asked the Housing Authority to 
be present, to find out whe- 
ther or not this is so. 
Members of the Housing Auth- 
ority, during the past month 
have had conferences with 
State and other officials, and 
taken part in state wide dis- 
cussions on Urban Renewal --but 
the Selectmen have not been 
apprised of the results, 

They will probably learn next 
Monday night,

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AVCO AND EDUCATION 
Ask any American - well almost any American - 
which is the best Navy in the world and he will 


tell you that it is, of course, the US Navy. 
Ask the same man why, and he may be possibly be 
lost for an answer. He might possibly revert 
to pure patriotism, for his reason ( and at the 
same time a foreigner might well say that it is 
all the money that is spent that makes the US 
Navy the best. 

Patriotism isn't necessarily the answer, nor 
is the amount of money spent. One of the rea- 
sons why the US Navy is the best in the world, 
in our eyes at least, is its educational policy 

A line officer of the US Navy hasn't finished 
his education when he graduates from Annapolis. 
Within a few years He will find himself detail- 
ed to attend sone other school. There is always 
a fairly large proportion of the officers in 
the Navy whe are attending school, somewhere, to 
further their education. 

The Navy is a firm believer in a theory that 
line officers should be qualified to command in 
every phase of every operation in which they 
may find themselves. An officer in our Navy 
doesn't find himself restricted to one field, 
as often happens in foreign Navies. Foreign na- 
vies have Communication Officers, Torpedo Offi- 
cers, Engineering Officers, etc., who stay in 
the same category for their entire lives. 

The theory of having all officers be able to 
fulfill the duties of .11 other officers is 
based on very practical reasoning - as long as 
there is an officer left alive on a ship there 
is still an officer on that ship who is quali- 
fied to "fight*® that ship - which is a far cry 
from what could happen in some of the foreign 
navies. 

The "all comprehensive" theory as we schoose

think very highly of it, in spite of the occas-

It would seem that 1956 is to 
be a normal year as far as 
rainfall goes. Up to the 30th 
of November we had a total of 
37.48 inches, and we seem to 
average 39 to 40 inches a year 
in Wilmington. 

So far in December we have 
nothing but clear weather. 
This is the time of the year 
when the conifers come-into 
their own. The white pines, 
the firs, the spruces and the 
themlocks look at their best in 
the winter. 

White pines have needles in 
clusters of five, about three 
inches long. If you will not- 
ice carefully, the branches 
too are in clusters of five, 
with a new cluster for each 
year of growth, Theoretically 
it is possible to count the 
lage of a pine tree, by this 
means, but after a tree has 
lived 20 years it becomes rath 
er difficult. 

The spruce, hemlock and firs 
fare not so easily distinguish- 
led from each other. Spruce 
Ineedles are about half an inch 
long, square, and grow at ran- 
dom around the twigs. Fir nee- 
idles are also four sided, but 
they appear to grow in rows on 
the twig. They often point up- 
jward. Hemlock needles are flat 
jhalf an inch long and make fea 
thery twigs, because of the 
way they grow on opposite 
sides of the twigs like a fea- 
ther, 
It is time to get out and 
take a look around, 
Cryotron 

(Pronounced Kryotron). Read-

And, what we have said about the US navy is 
just as true, we believe, in the US Army. Both, 
of course, have to let down the bars in wartime 
and commission officers just for their special- 
ties, but both have men in the top echelon at 
such a time who are able to know all about and 
understand everything about all phases of any 
operation in which the Army or Navy may be in- 
volved. 

It was for these reasons that we were very 
happy to hear Dr. Lloyd Smith expound briefly 
on his educational philosophies, two weeks ago. 
Dr Smith, who has spent a lifetime as a profes- 
sional educator stated at the time of the AVCO 
announcement that people who worked in the Wil- 
mington lab a~atories of AVCO would find that it 
is to be more than just a place in which to pur 
sue their specialties. 

Physicists and chemists, metaolurgists and 
heat engineers, and other types of highly pro- 
fessional scientists and engineers will be work 
ing in the new AVCO plant.’ They will not just 
pursue their specialties, as Dr. Smith stated. 
They will find themselves in a sort of super- 
university, where inf,amation and specialties 
will be freely interchanged. Dr.’ Smith delib- 
erately used the word "University" when he told 
of this. 

All of which is to us, a convincing piece of 
evidence that the AVCO Research and Development 
plant to be built here will well be worth the 
$15,000,000 that AVCO will spend. 

And, as a postlude, let us express the hope 
that the students of the Wilmington schools 
will be able to benefit through the location 
of such a plant in this town. It would be a 
nice thing indeed if the broad educational pol- 
icies of this institution could permeate, as it 
were, to our high school level, and fire our 
students with the necessary incentive to pursue 
on their part the basic sciences necessary to 
avail themselves of all that this country can 
offer in the way of education. 

THOUGHTS ON OUR FUTURE SCHOOLS 

At the present time we have a committee which 
is charged with the construction of a school in 
Winn's Woods, off Glen Road. We have another 
committee which is studying the future needs of 
the town, preparing to acquire other sites for 
schools. We have already allocated mmey for 
one such site. 

All this is a part of our plan of looking a- 
head, being ready for the 1960's and the 1970's 
and it is very good. 

But our recently constructed schools are al- 
ready costing us a pretty penny, in debt retire 
ment each year, and will so continue for at 
least a generation.’ 

How many more Cadillac schools can we con- 
struct? It would be mice if we could have one 
in every part of town, but the town would not 
be able to bear the burden. 

Last week the citizens of Sudbury faced up to 
such a problem. A School Building Committee 
came into the Town Meeting with plans for an 
$800,000 school. When .they left they had plans 
for a $400,000 school. The townspeople, know-

condition by Christmas Eve. He 
points out that by taking a 
little extra care with your 
Christmas mailings now, you’ 11 
avoid disappointing friends 
and loved ones at Christmas 
time. 

wp tie asks for your special co- 
bperation to be sure that your 
retum address and the recipi - 
ents address is plainly typed 
or written on all labels and 
Christmas cards. Use zone num- 
bers, and it’s a good idea to 
include an extra label inside 
your packages. Parcel Post 
size and weight limitations 
vary according to destination. 
Ask about them when you go to 
the Post Office to buy stamps. 
Speaking about stamps, the 
Postmaster said, ‘Use three 


cent postage on all your 


Christmas cards, That way they 
will be delivered promptly, 
and forwarded or returned, if 
necessary, providing you in- 
clude your name and address on 
your Christmas card envelope’. 
First-Class postage on your 
Christmas cards enables you to 
include handwritten messages, 
thus making your Christmas 
greetings more personal. By 
including your name and ad- 
dress on each Christmas card 
envelope, both your friends 
and you can keep your mailing 
lists up-to-date, 

The Postmaster urges that you 
mail all of your out-of-town 
Christmas cards and packages 
immediately, and certainly not 
later than December 10th. 
Christmas mail for local ad- 
dresses should be started on 
its way at least a week before 
Christmas, 

You can do both yourself and 
the Post Office a real favor 
by securing free labels at the 
Post Office which read ‘ALL 
FOR OUT OF TOWN DELIVERY’ and 
‘ALL FOR LOCAL DELIVERY’. 
Place these labels on bundles 
of cards for local addresses 
and on those for out-of-town 
destinations, 

Try to mail your out-of-town 
Christmas cards several days 
in advance of those for local 
delivery, and those for nearby 
points should all be mailed by 
at least a week before Christ- 
mas.
